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President’s Message: FCC vs. FAA 


Over the course of the last few months, I have been running into articles describing the apparent challenges of 
using 5G technology near airports. As you know 5G is the 5" generation of technology to be used for various 
applications including cell phones. 


Portions of the so-called C-Band had been sold by the FCC for billions to large telecom companies. The C- 
Band is in the range of about 3.5 to 4.5 GHz. Frequencies within the C-Band are being used for 5G technology. 


As plans were being made to roll out 5G service, some safety experts determined that 5G interference could 
interact with the aircraft's radio altimeter and may cause a malfunction with engine and braking systems from 
transitioning to landing mode, which could prevent an aircraft from stopping on the runway. So apparently the 
frequencies used for these altimeters are near the frequencies used for 5G applications. 


The FAA said in a statement that it “appreciates the strong communication” and collaboration from the wireless 
companies, which it said had provided more precise data about the location of wireless transmitters and had 
aided in a deeper analysis of how 5G signals interact with sensitive aircraft instruments. 


Some 5G operators have proposed mitigation with reduced power transmission. In general, the physics of 
wireless and aviation transmissions can be orthogonal. This suggests that the design of devices and equipment 
can be improved in future for greater co-existence. 


In January, the FAA said that it had reached an agreement with FCC and the large telecom companies on a way 
to expand 5G cellular service while allowing more aircraft to safely land at airports nationwide, which help to 
soften disputes between wireless providers and airlines. This agreement apparently includes very stringent 
protection for air traffic anywhere in the world. 


I wanted to write this because I found the whole story fascinating. Much of the information I provided were 
from news sources including the New York Times, Bloomberg News and The Wall Street Journal. So much 
time, effort and money are being used to take advantage of something you can’t see, you can’t touch or 
taste...radio waves.

Catherine Walton shall be removed as a signer on 
those accounts.” The motion was unanimously approved. 


11.2 Odd Fellow Lodge Fee — How does this get paid? John AF6RJ said the lease has been signed and proposed 3 pos- 
sibilities. After some discussion, Larry KK6QPE seconded by Ed KJ6K YT proposed a motion that the 2022 budget be 
reopened for review.

John 
said that the actual class schedule dates for 2022 are included and one similar period is also included, so one extra 
meeting per month is also included. After that, extra meetings would cost $50 per meeting subject to availability. 


11.3 Financial Audit for 2022: Ed KJ6K YT noted that we have not had an audit for some time and that, due to the 
change in treasurer, we should move ahead with one in 2022. This means that we need an audit committee. He asked 
for anybody with previous experience on the audit committee to volunteer and also for any suggestions of who should 
be on the committee. He asked for any further comments and, hearing none, stated that this item will be moved to un- 
finished business until the audit committee has been created. 


11.4 Virtual Auction: Ed KJ6K YT mentioned that Jim W6LK has asked to be removed from the auction committee 
and that it is probably time to overhaul the process. He is presently researching organizations that do virtual auctions 
for non-profits and suggested that we do a silent auction for most of the items and a live auction for the big-ticket 
items.

He added that networks are being established all around the Bay 
Area with the intention of connecting all networks around the Bay. He requested interested members to contact him via 
email.
